1 . Claims 1-29 are allowed.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record does not render obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art 
at the time of applicant's invention nor anticipate the combination of claimed elements 
including "directing replication of at least one application service object from the server 
to the client device based on the client, the server, and the application run-time 
capability and preference information to enable execution of the at least one application 
service object by the client device, wherein directing replication comprises sending a 
replica of the at least one application service object to the client device from the server" 
as recited in independent claim 1 and similarly recited in independent claims 12-15, 25, 
28, and 29. 

The remaining claims, 2-11, 1 6-24, 26, and 27, are dependent claims, thus these 
claims are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the above reasons.
